A.NUilBEK OF PEOPLE KILLED 


'The Horror of the Accident In- 


creased By a Fire Which Broke . 


Out in the Ruins. 


WHKEU.VII, \Y. Va., April 9.— At 8.20 


•o'clock this morning the south wall of 
the four-story brick block of Hutchiiiaon 
-& Co., on the corner of Main street and 
•the alley eouth of Twelfth street, col- 
lapsed without warning. Next north of 
it was Chapman i Son, who were just 
finishing a five-story brick block, and 
they had already stored in it about $14,- 
•000 worth of paints, glass, etc., and were 
doing huoinp?? there. 
Hutehinson it 


'Co. deal in hardware, saddlery, etc., and 
the building was packed full of goods. 
'The wall on the alley first fell out, pull- 
ing with it the partition wall between 
Hutchinsou and Chapman's. The crash 
of the falling buildings was terrific, and 
•ROOD drew thousands to the scene. The 
'horror of the accident was increased by 
a fire which broke out, and as there were 
large quantities of oil, turpentine and 
like material in Chapman's, the situa- 
tion was hard to meet. Four employes 
were caught in the Uutchinson building. 
"They were Robert Winchester, Eugene 
Eurch, P. J. Horau and M. J. Ford. 


The first three havft not been found 


and are doubtless dead. Ford was res- 
cued and may recover. Charles Haller, 
the bookkeeper, and Adam Bluukpather 
were pinned up against the rear wall 
and were released uninjured. 


Mr. HutchinEon wan in the second 


store and was badly injured, but was 
rescued alive, and hopea are entertained 
that he may re-cover. 


\Vhen the collapse came Ford was 


selling goods to Benjamin Pritchard, a 
•wagon manufacturer of Buchanan, W. 
Va. Pritchard's dead body w/as found 
lying across Ford's legs. 


Shortly before the accident the Rev. 


Father tl. Parke, vicar general of the 
Catholic diocese of Wheeling, was Been 
lo enter the allev and was believed to 
be killed, and thia belief wag sadly con- 
firmed at G.30 thia evening, when his 
body was recovered. He wag 72 years 
old, a distinguished clergyman, chaplain 
•of Mount Dcchantal academy, and bad 
been twice administrator of the diocese. 


A Western Union telegraph messen- 


ger boy named Harry Cowl, aged 14, is 
also thought to have been in the ullev, 
but his body has not been recovered. 
I\o others are known to be lost. There 
was an early report Unit a cub, its driver 
•and four occupants were buried by the 
falling walls, but thin proved to be un- 
true. The falling brick and timbera 
knocked a hole thirty feet long in the 
three-story brick building across thu al- 
ley occupied bv G. M. Rice & Co., 
wholesale milliners, and the smoke and 
water ruined^ their stock. The smoke 
Also permeated the adjoining house, oc- 
cupied by Spew Broa., wholesale mil- 
liners, and their Joss will be heavy. 
"Water caused serious damage to Greer 
& Lang's hardware store and Ott Broa. 
-& Co., hardware dealers. The cellars 
were flooded for blocks, ten streams 
playing all dav and averaging 1000 gal- 
lons a minutei and yet the fire waa not 
extinguished until il o'clock this even- 
ing. 


Great indicnatiou is expressed because 


all the time the old Melodeon ball prop- 
erty was being remodeled and a story 
added in 1891 by Mr. Uutchinson the 
walls were condemned, but he persisted 
in using them, and owing to the lack of 
adequate laws could not be prevented. 


Major Wham's Sentence. 


WASHINGTON', April 9.— The President 


has disposed of a case that has been 
pending for many months in acting 
upon the record of court martial, held 
at Vancouver barracks, Wash., which 
sentenced Major Joseph W. Wham, a 
paymaster in the army, to dismissal for 
failure to nay his debts. The President 
mitigated the sentence to a suspension 
on half pay, from rank duty and all priv- 
ileges, until January, 1904, his name to 
be placed nt the foot of the liat in the 
pay department. The date mentioned 
is that upon which Major Wham will 
retire, so that he can i»ever again see 
•active service, and he, will drop from 
No. 9 to J»o. 25 in his rank, so there will 
be no possibility of his own promotion, 
nor can he retard the promotion of 
majors who may enter the grade here- 
after.

MILITARY RESERVATIONS. 


Several Turned Over to the In- 


terior Department. 


WASHINGTON', April 9.— A general or- 


der waa issued from the war department 
today turning over to the iuterior de- 
partment abandoned military reserva- 
tions no longer required for military 
purposes. The tracts art: a part of the 
Fort Brady reservation in Michigan, on 
the St. Mary's river, three ami a half 
acres; reservation of Depot McKinney, 
on Powder river, Wyo., tt40 acres; Fort 
lleno, 0. T., timber reservation known 
as Council Grove, twenty miles south- 
east of Fort Reno, 750 acres ; reserva- 
tion of Fort Stevenson, N. D., on the 
Missouri river at its junction with 
Douglas creek ; the military reservation 
at Fort Lewis, Col-, on the west bank of 
the Rio de Platte, eight miles southwest 
of Parrot city- The general order sne- 
ciallv defines the hounda of the military 
prison reservation at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan. 


The Income Tax Decision. 


WAKIUMM-ON, April ft.— "So far as the 


lower courts are concerned," said Attor- 
ney General Olney, "the decision of the 
supreme court is as binding as if the 
whole court had been unanimous in ita 
favor. I cannot believe any judge would 
grant an injunction to prevent a collector 
from collecting the tax on incomes de- 
rived from other sources than rents or 
state and municipal bonds in the face of 
the supreme court's action. The only 
way I can see by which persons who ob- 
ject to paying the tax can secure judicial 
action is by pitying the tax under pro- 
test and entering suit for its recovery."

An Agent's Operations at Angels 


Camp Netted Him Consid- 


erable Money. 


SAX FRANCISCO, April 9.— A. M. Deck- 


er, a broker at 304 Montgomery street, 
in this city, is accused of fraudulent 
practices by residents of Angela Camp, 
who have filed information with the 
police. 
Decker issued a prospectus 


about six months ago for the firm of 
"WeiaenA Company, representing the 
German - Australian bond investment 
company, 3'^!! Montgomery street," an- 
nouncing that the firm were selling 
Italian, Hungarian aud Holland bonds, 
and that purchasers would be entitled 
to all premiums while paying for the 
bonds m installments. Decker went to 
Angela Camp, aud his operation netted 
him considerable money. 
It is now 


learned that "Weisen & Company" ia a 
mythical iirm, and that Decker had no 
bonds to sell. He could, not be found 
today. 


DETECTIVES BRING SUIT 


For the Reward for the Capture of 


the Train Wreckers. 


WOODLAND, April 9.— Suit was com- 


menced in the superior court ot Yolo 
county today by J. A. Gibson and T. J. 
Burke, 
two detectives, against the 


Southern Pacific Company, to recover 
ifiSOOO, the sum offered for the capture of 
the parties who wrecked the train near 
Sacramento during the strike last July. 
The two men claimed to have arrested 
and worked up the case against "VVorden 
who was convicted and sentenced to 
death, and the railroad company are 
not willing to pay the reward on ac- 
count of the failure to make the arrest 
of all the parties who were arrested. 
Interesting developments are likely to 
come to ligbt when the caae is tried.

Wires Down in the Northwest. 
TACOWA, Wash., April !). -At 5 p.m. 


thia city was struck by a eevere wind 
storm coming from the direction of the 
Columbia river. The wind blew about 
fifty miles an hour. Almost immedia- 
tely it began to hail. This continued 
for ten minutes and was followed by an 
eastern thunder storm , which is a 
novelty in this section. For ten min- 
utes thunder and lightning alternated 
in quick ancceHSion, and a heavy rain 
fell. The chief damage was done to the 
telegraph and telephone wires. Tonight 
the Western Union lines are down over 
localities to Spokane and north to Spat- 
tie.

Generally the Past Winter Has 


Been Hard on Wheat. 


WAtmi.MiTOX, April 10.— The April re- 
ort of the statistician of the depart- 


ment of agriculture makes the average 
ondition of winter wheat on the first of 
April 81.4 against 86.7 last year. 
It 


was 77.4 in 1603, S1.2 in 1802 and 89.0 
or the year 1891 . The average for rve 
s 87. The average of wheat for the 
irincipal states are: New York 92, 
'ennaylvaniti 92, Kentucky Sti, Ohio SB, 
lichigan 78, Indiana 83, Missouri SI), 
Carsas 53, Nebraska 45, Califoruia 94. 
Generally the past winter has been 
anl on wheat. The fall of 1804 was a 
rv one and not favorable in many 
tales either to germinat'iou or to the 
naintenanco of tho vitality of the plant. 
The spring has also been droughty over 
xtenaive areas. Mod! good, however, 
isa been derived by the ra,\na in the lat- 
er part of March, particularly in the 
itates of Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and 
owa. Moderate rains also fell in Ne- 
iraska aud South Dakota. It is re- 
torted, however, that the soil was eo 
ry and had suffered 
so long from 


rought that it will require much heav- 
er rains to produce any permanent 
ffeut. Very little damage from the 
lessiau lly is reported.

There seems to 
ie no question that all taxes, whether 
tate, county or municipal, or whether 
on personal or real property, except 
inch as are intended to directly benefit 
he property taxed, such as street im- 
>rovenient taxes, may be deducted from 
, ie income tar to be returned.- As to 
rents from mixed property, such as a 
urnished hotel, the commissioner will 
no doubt hold that the, owner must him- 
elf separate the taxable from the non- 
axable and state the proportion of the 
rents derived from each. In making 
returns taTpayers will he obliged to 
tate in detail what the exemptions are. 
ncludinc the amount of rents received 
and on what particular property.

BARTELS CAPTURED. 


To Be Prosecuted for Stealing the 


Schooner Star of Freedom. 


SAX KHASo.-ro, April 9 —Hartals, the 


notorious sea captain, 19 in the clutches 
of thu Kiw at La Paz, Mexico, and is to 
be prosecuted for stealing the schooner 
Star of Freedom from ibis port. The 
Star of Freedom ie owned by Captain 
Johnson, ami he left her in charge of a 
watchman while he went to sea in an- 
other vessel. Bartels tried to charter 
the Star of Freedom, but Johnson would 
have nothing to do with him. When 
the owner waa away Bartela bribed the 
watchman, and the two men sailed 
away with the eehooner. As the vessel 
could not be cleared, the papers of the 
schooner Nathalie were stolen. The 
Mejcicau authorities, not liking tlieap- 
apearance of the papers, decided to de- 
tain the vessel. Captain Yon Helina o 
the steamer Willamette Valley, whic i 
reached La I*az today, toltl the Mexican 
authorities of Bartels' piratical act, and 
wired to Johnson, who sent instruc- 
tions to prosecute Bartels. 


Shut Out From the World. 


SAX FicAxrisfo, April 0.— For several 


years that portion of the Southern Cali- 
fornia railway of the Santa Fe system 
between Temeseula and Oceaneide has 
been abandoned as the result of a wash- 
out.

SOLELY BY KESTORATIVES. 


Thft Heart's Action Maintained and 


All Functions of the Organs 


Controlled. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 9.--Dr. John E. 


Plonf, who was shot on Saturday, March 
30th, by J. I). McGaughey during an 
altercation on the street, died at 7.30 
o'clock this .evening at n private hos- 
pital. 
A charge of murder will he 


placed against McG&ughey, who has 
been in jail pending the result of the 
shooting. 


Some days after Plouf had been shot, 


his sister, Mrs. Edwarda of Boston, 
wired that she would come to see her 
brother. It was a race with death she 
had from the Atlantic to the 1'acific. At 
11 o'clock this morning a cab dashed up 
to the hospital, and five minutes later 
brother and m&ter greeted each other. 
At 0.30 tonisbt Plouf breathed hia last. 
After the dying man had greeted hia 
sister this morning lie eaid to the doctor 
in attendance: "Now it is all right, I 
don't care what comes of the c-ase," and 
thereafter he eauk steadily.

Anderson said tonight in reference to 
the ca?e: "We consider it a marvelous 
one. For a week at least life was sus- 
tained Holely by restoratives adminis- 
tered hypodermically. Tho heart's ac- 
tion was controlled in this manner, and 
all the functions of the, organs con- 
trolled. It was a great fight," 


Ferry Depot Foundations. 


SAX Fnvscrpco, April 10.— The grand 


jury is now inquiring into the alleged 
frauds connected with the building of 
the foundations for the ferry depot 
foundations.

Battle at Trosenes Near the 


Cantor Hirer. 


SPANISH TROOPS MOSTLY BOYS 


Pity Taken on Hauy Who Were 


Caught and Their Lives 


Spare tt. 


FiuLADKU'iiiA, April 10. — Some star- 


tling details of the successful efforts of 
the insurgents to gain entrance into the 
port of Barucoa, on the north side of 
Cuba, aud the wreck of the Email Uritish 
echooner that brought them to the en- 
trance of that place, the shooting of her 
master by the Spanish soldiers and the 
mprisonment of her entire crew were 
told today by the officers of the Norwe- 
gian steamship Spero, which arriven to- 
day from that iwrt. Excitement runs 
high at Banicoa, and the majority of tho 
citizens of that place seem to sympathize 
with the insurgents. The large number 
that was landed 
from 
the 
Hritisti 


schooner, which foundered before her 
name cuuld be learned, made good their 
escape after a hot fight with the Spanish 
eoldicre, fifteen of whom were danger- 
ously wounded and are in the hospital. 
Tnis occurred on April lei, but up to the 
time the Spero left none of them hud 
been captured, and they are supposed to 
be proceeding overland to El Oobre, out- 
side of Santiago, the scene of most of 
the insurrection. 


The condition of affairs in Baracoa, 


which is the center of nearly all the 
bamiana plantations of Northern Cuba, 
is assuming serious shape, and nearly 
all the laborers are bting pressed into 
the service of the revolutionary army. 
Over 100 men gave up work the day the 
Spero left and joined the ranks of the 
insurgents. Tlio harbor of Ilaracoa is 
being watched by the Spanish gunboat 
E&pana, and any further landing of 
troops from the insurgent forces at ihis 
point will probably bo prevented. 


One of the passengers said that the 


shooting of the English captain waa an 
accident, which happened while he was 
being taken to jail by the Spanish eol- 
diera. He was shot through the head 
and died instantly. No one in Jtaracoa 
seemed to know his name, nor the name 
of the vessel he commanded. The sail- 
ore who were on board have all been 
cast into dungeons at Baracoa, and are 
being closely guarded. 


The inBiireeutH that were on board the 


schooner were well armed and supplied 
with a lot of gold. The distance over- 
land to Santiago is not far, but the 
country ia mountainous in this locality, 
and they will not be able to reinforce 
the insurgent forces for a week or ten 
days. On the night of April 1st a 
Spanish mail steamship landed at Bara- 
coa 200 troops brought up from other 
sections of Cuba. The Spera visited 
Mata and other small towns in Cuba, 
but all was quiet there. 


TAMPA, Fla., April 10.— Late reports 


from Havatia assert that the steamer 
Manulita has just arrived from Santiago 
with more than 300 wounded Spanish 
soldiers. They were taken to the hos- 
pital steamer becaupe the hospitals at 
bautiago are crowded. A letter from 
Santiago mentions a battle at Troseues 
near the Cantor river, in which the 
Spanish general, Salceda, with 1000 men 
engaged a band of revolutionists under 
Kabi. The Spanish loss wan said to be 
;>Si), while the Cuban loss was four 
killed and thirty-eight wounded. The 
Spanish troops were mostly boys and in 
the battle pity waa taken on many who 
were caught and their lives were spared.

Two Kentucky Gentlemen 


Exchange Shots. 


ONE OF THEM TAKES HOMB BEAD 


Itoth Fired at Each Wher oil a 


Crowded Street of Cov- 


iiigton. 


CINCINNATI, April 11.-— In the bugine?* 


center of Covhiyton, ICy., John L. S-And- 
ford, cashier of the Farmers' and Trad- 
ers* bank, was killed at 1.30 p. m. today 
by State Senator William Uoebel. lioth 
flred at each other on the crowded street. 
An hour later one of the wealthiest citi- 
zens was dead, and a leading politician 
was in custody at the station house, 
while tho streets were thronged with ex- 
cited crowda. The factional agitation 
over the bloody affair continues to run 
high tonight on thia side of the river, aa 
well aa in Coving ton and- other Ken- 
tucky towns. 


Goebel and Randford were the leaders 


of two bitterly contesting Democratic 
factious. The feud is au old one, but it 
became intensely bitter laat Saturday, 
when the Covington Ledger published a 
very bitter attack on Sandford,. which 
t IB latter attributed to Senator Goebel. 
The latter acknowledged its autborehip. 
The frienda of both have been talking 
this week in anch a manner that tiouble 
waa expected the first time the two men 
met. 
Tha meeting today showed both were 


welt armerl. Senator Goebel and At- 
torney General Hendricka were walk- 
ing up Main street. As they approached 
the First National Bank Sandford, who 
vraa leaning up agamat the railing ap- 
proached quickly toward Goehel and 
spoke to the latter, at the same time 
drawing his revolver. Senator Goebel 
turned to one side just as Sandford tired. 
The bullet from Sandford 'a revolver 
passed through Senator Goebel's coat 
and hia trousers in two places o?er the 
iip. .Senator Goehel then drew his re- 
volver and tired, hia phot taking effect 
n the right side ot Sandford'a forehead. 
The first word was spoken and the urat 
shot waa fired by Sandford. 


There were but two shots, one by each 


of the :issj.iUiuts.Saudford'B frienda deny 
that the latter was lying in wait for the 
senator. Sandford was shot over his left 
eye, blood Mowing profusely on the side- 
walk before he could be removed. Sand- 
ford'a mansion is four miles out, llis 
family telephoned friends to bring him 
home immediately, but he could not be 
removed. 


Sandford's son was the only one ot 


the family who reached him before he 
died. Tho victim never regained con- 
sciousness, lie died in lees than an 
hour, and the remains arrived at the 
homestead about tho time of his usual 
return in the evening. The police were 
called to keep the crowd back from, the 
scene lit the bank during tbe afternoon 
and evening. 


During the shoottnE, when ho saw 


Saudford fall, Senator Goebel returned 
to the court houtt1, stopping only a mo- 
ment, and went to police headquarters 
and Rave himself up. 
"Here ia the reason I killed him," 


exclaimed the Senator, jumping up ex- 
citedly, and turning about, he threw hia 
coat tail around and showed where the 
ball of Sandford'a pistol had passed 
through, tearing awuv a portion oi the 
c oth. 


"He waa lying in wait for me. I saw 


him when 1 reached the gaa oHice, 
about twenty feet away from the stepa 
of the First National Bank. I was on 
my way to the Citizens' National Bank 
with iny friend, Mr. llendricka. Aa 
Boon as 1 saw him he readied for his re- 
volver, and I reached for mine." 


The trouble between the two men 


dates bauk for years. In the legislature 
Senator Goebel nad a bill giving the 
city treasurer of Govington power to 
make the city depository of any bank he 
desired. Previous to this the Farmers 
and Traders' Bank, of which Sandford 
waa cashier, had been the city deposi- 
tory. The citv treasurer had drawn 
funds from the" Farmers and Traders' 
Bank which at timea amounted to $100,- 
000, 
and made the Oitixana1 National de- 


pository. Senator Goebel had another 
bill passed reducing thd toll on the Lex- 
ington turnpike, of which Sandford was 
president. 


Mr. Sandford was 57 yeara of age. 


His wife was a Marshall, and n sister oi 
the celebrated Thomas Marshall ot Ken- 
tucky. 
Mr. Kandford'a grandfather waa 


diatinL'iiished in the state, being at one 
time a state senator and a member oi 
tbe constitutional convention.

H seems to be a gen- 
eral gathering place for them, where 
they smoke cigarettes, and in other ways 
pursue the journey to worthlesfiness. 


Durinc the day most of these bora 


cm b» °een u|>on the streets wandering 
about witliout a purpose. Tiie parents 
of many are indifferent whether their 
children attend school or not; and many 
nlav truant from school notwithstsnd- 
ing the watchfulness of teachers who, 
besides their regular work, attend to this 
matter as much as possible. These are 
the boys who need the attention of the 
government. Therefore, as there is a 
law whereby such an evil can he reme- 
died to a great extent, it is tne duty ot 
the authorities to see that the law is en- 


Und'er the present conditions 
the 


principal and teachers dealing with a 
very refractory child have a difficult 
duty to perform. Within the last month 
tbev have had to deal with boys guilty 
of stealing and other misdemeanors. 
Shall these boys be keptin school where 
they e^ert an evil influence over the 
minds of their schoolmates? In the 
yard where all classes mingle at recess 
those boys talk of their wickedness in 
presence' of smaller children standing 
around listening to it all. 


On the other hand, shall these boys 


who have become young criminals proh- 
ably through no fault of theirs be made 
outcasts? Shall they be thrown out 
npon the streets to fall into worse paths 
of vice and crime? 
It cannot be denied that keeping such 


bovs in school is a risk which should not 
be taken. It is also a great risk to 
abandon their training. Unmanageable 
children might with proper care grow 
to be good citizens. 


If a school ior the special instruction 


of these children is established in the 
near futnre it will have about fifty at- 
tendants to begin with; fifty children 
•who otherwise spend their time in the 
streets, with good chances for learning 
vice and criminality. 
Professor lleaton has advocated tbe 


nse of the Hadsell school house for t his 
purpose. 
It necessarilr must be re- 


Sioved from tho other school houses. 
One teacher and truant officer would 
probably be sufficient to manage the 
school.

reason to be pleased with all depart- 
ments of work. 


Dr. Co wan of San Francisco, chair- 


man of tlie board of missions of the Pa- 
cilic coastBynod.saveacarefulaccountof 
tbe home mission work. While financial 
problems have perplexed the church as 
almost every other enterprise in the na- 
tion, heroic men have stood by theic 
\vork for God and human EOula, result- 
ing iu a rich ingathering.

When a laborer is without work it ia 


a terrible thing, is it not? With him 
work means pay, an.l pay means life. 
When the average- toiler is without ciil- 
ploymeut it ia estimated that ho is 
within 11 month of etarvfttion. 
But how 


many lalwring men do you think there 
are in Freauo, aa elsewhere, who are 
absolutely out of work, today'.1 There 
are many of them. 


Now suppose that I could tell you 


how 20, -10, or To, mure or leas, of these 
worklerfS men could immediately he 
given work which should last for a long 
time to come, you would hold it my 
place tn tell you, would you not? Well, 
1 can do it, aud 1 will. 
It lies in the power of the school 


board to do this thing; it lias laid m its 
power for more than a year, and for 
more than a year it has, with a bull- 
headed obstinacy only equaled l>y that 
of llobson's calf, refused to exercise the 
pnwer. For nearly two years, while the 
people have heen paying f4000 a year, in 
round numbers, as interest on school 
bonds, it has ^one its self-stultifying 
wav with an eye single to tho Terry 
block. 


I do not wiah to write harshly, for T 


am well aware thut ordinarily nothing 
is gained by euch a line of action. But 
it is the facts that are severe in this 
case. In these hard times when every 
dollar is a precious thing, the people of 
Fresno have paid out $liOOO or $8000 in 
interest on school bonds, and they have 
to ehow fur it—nothing. Why? Be- 
cause of tho reasonless obstinacy of a 
school board's majority to which the ut- 
most charity ia extended when its con- 
duct is characterized only as "reasonless 
obatinaey." At a time when men po to 
and fro in search of work, and iiml it 
not; at a time when poverty is a trim 
visitor in many a Fresno family, work 
which might and ehould be given to 
scores of toilless toilers ia withheld from 
them. Why? Again, because oi the 
school board's reasonless obstinacy. 


The circumstances of this case are out- 


rageous. The people of Fresno trusted 
you, Ueorce F. Church, G. 1*. Cum- 
iniun and S. F. HauBell, and they feet 
that you violated tbat trust when, for a 
time, running into years, you permitted 
them to pay interest on bonds which as 
yet represent nothing but indebtedness. 
And this unjustifiable delay is only ag- 
gravated by your strange nretenae that 
but one certain block of land in the 
city of Fresno, and that thus far unat- 
tainable, would do for a high school 
building. 


If the laboring men and the taxpay-

George Wiseman, a witness at the 


former trial, said he had lived in the 
countv twenty-four years and also in 
Tulare county. He was acquainted with 
both Woottnn :md Sandera ; had known 
the latter eixteon or eighteen years. 


On February 25th of last year he waa 


in WoottonV houae and saw Sandera 
there with Rohloff, Shepherd and San- 
dera' son. Sanders waa in bed when 
witness went in, and in reply to a re- 
mark that be waa taking it easy, San- 
ders replied, "I don't know about that; 
I've been sick all night." Sandera went 
on to tell of ICnausch bringing $20,000 
in two sacks, tumbling them on tbe 
table, and saying that he had come to 
trade for the ranch ; that he was a man 
of few words, and that money talked. 
In cross-examination the witness aaid 
that according to Sanders, Wootton he- 
came excited when the money waa 
brought out, and shortly afterwards 
said: ''Let's get out of thia."

Something About an Australian 


Forage Plant. 


EDITOH ItKi'iMti.ii'Ax I—Several persona 


have expressed a fear that the Austra- 
lian salt bush, the new forage plant said 
to resist ilroiith and alkali, and to take 
tbe latter from the soil, might be a sec- 
ond "Johnson grass," almost irradica- 
ble, sol wrote to Julius Forre.r of thu 
Tulare experimental station of the State 
University, from whom I obtained ihe 
seed, which has "given me a good start 
of plants. He replies: 
"Don't be alarmed. If ever you want 


to Ret rid of it, you can do BO more 
readily than alfalfa, because if cut below 
the crown of the top it is gone; the root 
doea not sprout. Even too much water 
will rot and destroy it. As it IB a plant 
that abstracts alkali and grows without 
irrigation, I don't see that people need 
to be alarmed about it. It can be de- 
stroyed before the plant sets for seed, 
before July or any time from December 
to July. The beat time is early or late 
in the spring, as all the seed in the soil 
have then germinated." 


This salt bush is eaten readily by 


sheep and hugs, auJ by cattle and 
horses when they are used to it, when 
mixed with hay. It is not recommended
